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Census Bureau reports higher voter registration for young Blacks 


Registration and voting rates for young Blacks exceeded those for 
young whites in the November 1986 general election, the Commerce 
Department's Census Bureau announced. 

It was the first ume rates for Blacks, aged [8 to 24, exceeded those of 
their white counterparts since the Census Bureau began collecting such 
data ‘n the mid-1960s. 

The registration rate for young Blacks moved ahead of whites, 46 
percent to 42 percent, while 25 percent of young Blacks reported voting 
compared with 22 percent of young whites. 

Young Black voter turnout raies trailed those of whites by about 10 
percentage points prior to 1978, The Black rate, however, rose from 20 
Percent in 1978 te 25 percent in 1982 and 1986. 

Registration for Blacks aged 18 to 24 increased from 37 percent in

The performance nonetheless 
was icing on the cake for Snow, an 
all-Ohio, All-American graduate 
of the Cincinnati Academy of 
Physical Education (CAPE), who 
celebrated his 19th birthday that 
day.

OSU halfback Russell Embrey 
is eulogized in Los Angeles

Russell J. Embrey, an Ohio 
State fullback in the carly 1930s, 
died Tuesday, (Oct. 20) in Los 
Angeles, CA following a heart 
attack. He was 80-years-old. 

Embrey, a native of Dayton, 
was hailed for his speedy running 
during his freshman and sopho- 
more years on the team from 
1930-31. 

Joined by teammate William 
“Bill” Bell on the 30 squad, he 
helped lead the team to a 54-0 vic- 
tory over Mt. Union. In that ball 
game Embrey entered the endzone 
three times, however, only one 
touchdown counted because offi- 
cials ruled he stepped out-of- 
bounds. He was the first Black to 
score a touchdown since Julius B. 
Tyler against.Case in 1896. 
Embrey also contributed to 
OSU's 23-0 win against Indiana 
that same year. 


Following academic problems 
which sidelined him for the rest of 
the year, Embrey returned for 
more gridiron action in ‘31. 


After retiring from the Colum- 
bus branch of the U.S. Post Office 
in 1969, he later married his sur-

We must expand the 
Reading Recovery Program 
which helps children in the first 
grade master the task of read- 
ing. I have been a strong advo- 
cate of this program during my 
tenure on the Board and will 
continue to do so. The College 
Readiness Program works with 
minorty children in the sixth 
grade to get them to consider a 
college preparatory course of 
study, another program I 
strongly endorse. The district is 
moving the right direction and 
is very mindful about providing 
quality education for Blacks. I 
will work to keep it movig 
aggressively for Black children.

1.) Test scores seem to dem- 
onstrate that the quality of 
education for Blacks has 
increased over the last five 
years. In my conversations with 
Black parents, however, I've 
learned-that there is some 
debate as to whether or not our 
students are receiving a better 
or worse education today than 


five or ten years ago. Only one 
thing seems clear and that is 
that we must continue to strive 
to better prepare our students 
for the competitive future they 
face in the 1990s. 

2.) The most crucial issue fac- 
ing Black students is college 
preparation. The high schools 
must prepare more of our 
Black students for entrance 
into institutions of higher 
learning. Ohio State University 
just announced an aggressive 
minority recruitment program, 
and it is the public schools’ job 
to see that our students are pre- 
pared to take advantage of the 
University’s guaranteed admis- 
sions and financial aid plan. 
Effective and faily adminis- 
tered disciplinary procedures 
and career training are two 
other major challenges. 

3.) The first major project I 
will undertake is ensuring that 
we are working closely with 
Ohio State University and see- 
ing more of our minority stu- 
dents graduate from college. 
Secondly, I hope to help devise 
disciplinary alternatives to out- 
of-school suspensions so that 
our children are off the streets 
and in the schools learning. The 
Columbus Public:Schools cur- 
rently suspend 2,000 per 
month-a totally unacceptable 
level. In-school detentions and 
other programs must be 
explored. Parents and teachers 
must be more involved in disci- 
plinary policy and procedures.
